66. It will be observed that there is a slight net decrease in 1875-76 ; but 
in neither year are the exports equal to more than one-half of the average of .. 
previous years. The export of gunny-bags and gunny-cloth has been fully 
discussed in the earlier part of the Resolution relating to the foreign trade of 
Calcutta, and need not be again considered. Raw silk is sent principhlly 
{£265,055) to Madras, and manufactures of silk (£171,409) are sent to 
Rangoon. Sugar is sent to Bombay (£217,884), betelnuts to Rangoon 
(£206,561), tea to Bombay (£22,143) and Madras (£18,290), tobacco almost 
entirely (£95,111) to Rangoon, and (£12,363) to ports within the Bengal , 
Presidency. 

67. The foreign merchandize re-exported from Calcutta consists of articles 
of apparel, cotton piece-goods, cotton twist and yarn, woollen manufactures, 
and hardware and cutlery. Of all these items the greater part is consigned 
to Rangoon and other ports of British Burmah. The following statement has 
been prepared to illustrate in detail the re-export of European piece-goods and 
the export of Indian piece-goods from Calcutta to ports within. India during

69. Caoutchouc comes from Chittagong, and a small quantity from 
Rangoon; coffee and coir manufactures from Madras; raw cotton is imported 
principally from Rangoon and also from Madras; twist and yarn and piece- 
goods from Bombay; fruits from Madras. 


70. The total quantity of rice imported amounts to 234,284 ewt., of which 
201,305 cwt. came from ports: within Bengal: similarly, out of 135,818 ecwt. 
of paddy, 130,041 ewt came from ports within the Presidency. These 
supplies are all from the Orissa ports. Seeds and spices are mostly imported 
frowh minor ports in the Madras Presidency. Gums are imported from Rangoon ; 
raw hides come in almost equal quantities from minor ports in Madras and 
from ports within the Bengal Presidency ; stick-lac was imported from all the 
presidencies, but principally from Rangoon; oils are imported from minor 

. ports in Madras. Salt is imported from Bombay and from Madras, especially 
from the latter presidency. ‘ 


CHITTAGONG PORT. 


71. Although Chittagong was declared a port as early as 1822, but little is 
known of the earlier history of its trade. From the statement below, compiled 


for the last ten years, it will, however, be seen that of recent years the trade of 
the port has been considerable, and that from 1866-67 it developed steadily 
- until 1878-74, when the total value of the trade rose to more than one million 
sterling.

There is no direct trade with England, as the only 
article of merchandize is rice, which is too costly to pay for export to England. 
The decrease in the rice trade during the year is attributed to the partial 
failure of the rice crop from heavy rains in July, and also to a dispute at a 
critical moment between merchants and the grain-sellers whether grain 
should continue to be sold by measure as heretofore, or should be weighed.

As rice is the only important export, so the only import of anv i 
is salt, which is received from the nited Kingdom. Pthe Rema oF cake be 
7742 tons, valued at Rs. 2,10,761. There is a curious import of 2,966,950 shells 
from the Maldive Islands, valued at only Rs. 630. No other import is worthy 
of mention, éxcept Rs. 9,486 worth of vegetable oil from Ceylon, and Rs, 7,568 
worth of pitch, tar, and dammer from the Straits Settlements. 


76. The interportal or coasting exports show a value of £260,429 against 
£274,950 in 1874-75, the falling off being attributable to the absence of rice 
exports to Calcutta. The export trade consists chiefly of rice supplied to 
other presidencies, and of tea, caoutchouc, and hides to Calcutta. The cultiva- 
tion of tea in Chittagong is rapidly progressing, and the total outturn of 
Chittagong tea for the past year is estimated at 431,5541b. Large tracts of 
waste land which abound in the district offer ample field for the development 
of this industry. The export figures for the past four years are as follow :—

In future years the Lieutenant-Governor will expect all the details of the 
impért and’ export trade, both with foreign and with Indian ports, to be fully 
shown.

During the past year the total value of imports into Orissa was £347,376, and 
theetotal value of exports was £327,070, In 1869-70 the corresponding figures 
are only £71,562 and £77,703. There has thus been a rapid increase in the 
Orissa sea-borne trade, although, generally speaking, the trade of 1875-76 shows 
a falling off as compared with 1874-75, in consequence of the fall in the value 
of rice owing to abundant harvests in Bengal. The large quantities exported 
Oaleutta during the famine were the result of an exceptional stimulus.

The Report on the Administration of the Registration Department during the year — 

» 1875-76. | 
Read again— 

The Report for the previous year, with the orders of the Government passed thereon. 

The office of Inspector-General of Registration was held successively 
‘during the year under review by Messrs. Beverley, Hurley, and Hopkins, and 
then again by Mr. Beverley, who in August last made over charge finally 
to Mr. Bourdillon, by whom the present report has been prepared. It is 
explained that the delay in drawing up the annual report of the administra- 
tion of the department was due to Mr. Beverley having been specially 
appointed to the task of conducting the census in Calcutta. This duty fully 
oceupied his attention until he was'relieved by Mr. Bourdillon, who, being new 
to the department, laboured under some difficulty in collecting and mastering j 
the details necessary to erable him to prepare the report. The results, how- 
ever, are very creditable tohim, He has presented a clear and concise review 
of the working of the department for the past year, and has carefully summa- » 


¥ 


rized the statistics connected with its administration. 


2. lts reported are generally satisfactory. The steady increase 
pC ig ign i the siauhe of registrations effected has been fairly 
mgintained. The number of offices has been considerably increased, and 
though there has been a falling off in the nett receipts of the department, 
this is alone attributable to the larger outlay which has been incurred with ae 
e view of affording increased facilities for registration. e

4. Towards the close of the year the passing of the Mahomedan 
Marriage Registration Act placed in the hands of the Inspector-General the 
supervision of what practically isa new department. No action beyond the 
preparation of the rules and forms for the introduction"of the Act was taken 
during the period under review. Effect has now, however, been given to the 
provisions of the Act in a large number of districts in Eastern Bengal, and the 
control and supervision of the new offices which have been opened out will 
add largely to the labours of the Inspector-General and of the inspecting 
officers of the department. ; 


5. In previous reviews the necessity of exercising strict supervision over 
all registration offices has been frequently impressed upon the superior officers 
of the department. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn. that in the 
past year the amount of inspection work anise largely in excess of 
that in previous years. In all 534 inspections of 266 offices were held. Of 
these, 250 inspections were made by the Inspector-General and the two 
inspectors immediately subordinate to him, and the remainder by district, 
special, and sub-divisional sub-registrars. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, 
has to notice the remark made by Mr. Bourdillon, that, with a few exceptions, 


_ the inspections made by local officers were neither so frequent nor so thorough 


as they ought to be. Now that their attention has been drawn specially to the 
matter by the Inspector-General, it is to be hoped that the report for the 
current year will show an improvement in this respect. The results of the 
inspections made are stated to have been generally satisfactory. The Jlargé 
increase in the number of offices has inevitably resulted in the appointment of 
some inefficient and untrustworthy officers. These are being removed, and the 
rest of the staff ure gradually gaining a thorough acquaintance with their 
work. 


6. The Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied to find that attention has Been 
given to the points noticed in last resolution regarding the time oceupied in the 
registering of documents. As a rule, it is stated that the results have been most 
unfavourable at sub-divisional offices, where the sub-registrar is also in charge of 
the sub-division. If it be found in any case that the sub-divisicnal officer , 
really has not sufficient time to attend to the details of the registration office, 
steps should be taken to relieve him of the charge and to create a rural 
office. *

8. In the second paragraph of his report Mr i it 
parative statement of the chief results deducible Le es eee of the 
department for a series of years, commencing with 1865-66. The most noticeable 
matter is the great inbrease in the total number of registrations effected. Ten 
years.ago these amounted to only 98,183; five years ago they had increased 
to 241, 13; last a the number was 457,651, or 33,778 more than in the 
revious year. he gross receipts during the same period have increased 
e Rs. 3,25,089 in 1865-66 to Rs. 5,56,505 in the past year, while the 
net receipts‘were Rs. 99,123 and Rs. 1,39,103 in the same years, respectively. 
As already noticed, the falling off in the net receipts, as compared with 
the previous year, when they amounted to Rs. 1,65,372, is attributable 
to the larger expenditure incurred in opening out new offices. It is to be 
remarked, however, with reference to the surplus which continues year 
by year to be*clainfed gs the financial result of the working of the depart- 
ment, that the figures’ given can only be accepted with some reservation, 
as it appears that it has not been usual to include expenditure in the 
Public Works Department on account of office buildings, as an item of charge 
against the department. An omission of this kind seriously vitiates the returns 
and renders inferences from the figures contained in them of little value. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is therefore glad to find that the matter has had 
the attention of the Inspector-General, and that the statement of the results 
of the past year has been modified accordingly. ‘The figures cannot, however, 
even yet be accepted as ‘correct, if, as appears, charges for printing atid 
Stationery have been altogether omitted from the accounts. In future the 
précise sum which may be available as a surplus for meeting the requirements 
of the department and increasing the facilities for registration should be care- 
-» fully ascertained and noted.

Under the head of compulsory registrations affecting immoveable pro. 
perty, the largest increase has occurred in the number of ef gy leases 
which have been registered. In the past year these amounted to 109,899, 
against 100,325 in the previous year. With respect to this increase Mr. Bour.- 
dillon remarks that; as usual, these registrations have been effected in the 
districts of Eastern’ Bengal. ‘ Jessore’ he adds “this year stands first with 
24,735 registrations of perpetual leases, and is followed by Backergunge with 
21,060, and Chittagong with 19,567.” Notwithstanding this very marked result 
in the returns of the two first named districts, the matter does not appear to 
have been noticed by the District Registrars. The Registrars of Chittago 
and Noakholly, however, throw some fresh light on the subject, and have 
attributed the practice of granting perpetual leases to the greater facilities 
which are afforded tothe landlords of realizing their rents under the law 
applicable to the sale of putni tenures. In Chittagong it is stated that fully 
three-fourths of the area of the estates in that district have been already 
granted in perpetual leases to middlemen. The remarks made by Mr. Porch, 
and quoted in paragraph 6 of the report, are particularly worthy of attention, 
and it will be interesting to observe whether his anticipation proves correct 
that, with the introduction of the improvements in the rent law which are in 
contemplation, the practice of giving permanent leases will be considerably 
restricted. As regards other leases the registration of which is compulsory, 
that is, leases from year to year or for any period exceeding one year, the 
Officiating Registrar-General remarks that the increase observable (3,194 
documents only) is insignificant. It would indeed be accounted for by the 
fluctuations in a single district (Chumparun) and, as remarked by Mr. Bourdillon, 
it would form no basis for any general conclusion. ‘The increasein the number * 
of documents for the sale and mortgage of immoveable property of the value of 

Rs. 100 and upwards is normal, and is so generally distributed throughoutethe 
several districts as to call for no remark. An increase of nearly 100 per cent. 
in the number of instruments of gift of immoveable property is unexplained. 
The figures, however, for any one district are small, and this may account for ° 
the oversight. ese _ 


F "11. The number of short leases for one year or less registered was 2,649, 
against 2,223 in the previous year. The Officiating Registrar-General observes 
that these paltry results show either that in the popular estimation instruments 

' of this nature are not worth the trouble or expense of registratién, or that they 
are frequently merely parol engagements. 


By far the largest increase under the head of optional registrations is shown 
to have occurred in the case of bonds. «From the figures given by Mr. Bour- 
dillon in his, 8th paragraph, it is observable that in the course of the past six 

the numbers of these instruments registered has trebled. Last year, in 
the district of Jessore alone, the number was 52, against 22,498 in the

12. In the tablé given in his 16th paragraph, Mr. Bourdillon’ :

ourteen districts show a decrease against eleven in the previous year. In 
Rajshahye and Bhagulpore this is attributed to the famine having caused an 
increase in transactions in 1874-75. In Monghyr and Gya the decrease has 
been equally marked, and no explanation of the fact has been offered. The 
« rapid increase in the namber of documents registered, on the other hand, in 
certain districts of Eastern and Central Bengal is a matter for congratulation. 
The arrangements made in Jessore exemplify what the Lieutenant-Governor 
would wish to sce carried out eleswhere. Rural offices have been freely opened 
out in this district, with the result that in the course of three years the number 
cf deeds registered has*more than trebled, the increase being very marked in 
all classes of documents. . 
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13. The increase in the number of registrations effected has necessarily 
resulted in a large accumulation of records. In noticing the difficulty which 
had hitherto been experienced in meeting demands for improved record-rooms, 
the Lieutenant-Governor in last year’s resolution expressed a hope that 
provision would be made in the budget for the ensuing year for the execution 
of the works which were of the most pressing necessity. ‘The present report is 
deficient in not stating exactly what progress has been made in completing the 
several buildings which are mentioned as having been taken in hand. The 

~Lieutenant-Governor gathers however that a considerable portion of the liberal 
budget grant which was allotted remained unspent. In future years steps sionld 
be taken to utilize to the utmost the funds which may from time to time be 
granted. * Even pressing requirements have yet to be met in many districts, and, 
in justice to the public, it is essential that the proper security of the records 
should be fully provided for. 


* 14. The remarks made by the Officiating Inspector-General on the hard- 
ship caused by the imposition of a uniform stamp fee in the case of partitions will 
be communicated to the Revenue Department of this office for consideration, in 
the event of any action being taken for the amendment of the Stamp Law. 


- 15. The number of prosecutions instituted for offences under the Registra- 
tion Act during the year was 33 only. ‘I'wenty-nine cases were brought to trial 
with 79 defendants, of whom 14 were acquitted and 65 convicted. So far as can 
be gathered from these figures the results are not unsatisfactory, though, con- 
sidering the nature of the offences which are said to have been established, some 
of the sentences imposed appear to have been very light. Only seven regis- 
tered documents were reported as having been discredited by the civil courts 
during the year; but apparently no prosecutions were instituted in any of 
these cases. From the remarks made, it would seem that the cases reported 
were only incidentally brought to the notice of District Registrars, and that others a 
may have occurred of whieh they received no information. It is important, for 
the maintenance of the integrity of the Registration Department, that every case 
of this nature which occurs should be promptly reported, with a view to steps 
being taken for the institution of criminal prosecutions for forgery, false per- 
sonation, or other fraud, as the case may be, against the offenders; and the Hon'ble 
Judges of the High Court will be moved to issue instructions to the officers 
presiding over the civil courts to bring rag et to the oe —

drawn to the subject, and the action taken in each case, when broughtéo

Minute by the Lieutenant- Governor of Bengal, dated the 29th August 1876. 


In continuation of my Minute of the 18th April last, regarding the 
a of the substantive law for the determination of rent in Bengal 
I desire to record the following observations. 

The proposals set forth in that Minute may be summarized thus :— 

, 1st.—That a Bill be introduced as se balan to Act VIII (B.C.) of

AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 36 te 
16th November 1876, in which you submit a full Fass irt showing the fe 
that has been made in the compilation of the statistical account of Beneal 
and of the prospects of the work. ” 

2. You show that the whole of this important literary work has been 
prepared and will have been sent to press before the expiration of the 
twenty-three months which were allotted in the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
Minute of the 8th January 1875 for the.completion of the work. Twelve 
volumes have been already printed off, and are either published or ready 
for publication ; five other volumes are printed off in part, and three are now 
being set up in print. The statistical account of Bengal will be a series of 
twenty volumes, containing from 7,000 to 8,000 pages of close type. The 
whole of the labour of compiling this work will have been completed within 
twenty-three months, and it appears that the cost of compilation will not 
exceed, but will even be less than the sum of £5,450, which was the limit of 
expenditure sanctioned in His Honor’s Minute. 

3. Sir Richard Temple cannot but regard these results with high satis- 
factign. He regards them as eminently creditable to you. Every volume of 
the statistical accounts has passed under his own personal supervision. and 
he is able therefore to testify to the quality of the work. The thanks of 
the Government of Bengal are emphatically due to you for the vigour and 
energy with which you have accomplished the collection of such diverse and 
varied information, and for the ability and literary skill which you have 
uniformly displayed in dealing with, sifting, analysing, and arranging materials 
supplied to you from so muny quarters. 

A. The Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are also accorded to the assistants 
who have laboured under your directions in compiling several of the accounts.

I nave the honor to report that the compilation of the last district of the statistical ™ 
account of Bengal was finished on the 14th,instant, and that ali the twenty volumes are 
either printed off, or now in the printer’s hands, . 

2. The tabular statement appended shows the precise stage which each volume bas reached 
in the s. It will be observed that, of the twenty volames, twelve are altogether printed 
off, and either published or ready for publication; other five volumes are printed off in part ; 
and three remain in process of being printed. Under telegraphic instructions from ye Govern? 
ment, of * rare I continue my establishment in this country while I proceed to India on my 
tou? as* Director-General of Statistics; so that the proof-sheets will be revised and forwarded

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to the Government of Bengal for sanction without interruption or delay. The indi and 
elses, &e., of the remaining volumes will be prepared as soon as complete sets of the bd 
sheets dun be obtained from the printers, 

8. ‘The work thus concluded contains the resalts of a statistical survey executed district 
by district troughout the provinces which constitute the Lieutenan-Governorship of Bengal. 
It deals with a population of 624 millions, being about one-third of the whole people of British 
India, and comprising races as varied in character as, and more numerous than, the populations 
of England, Scotland, Ireland, Norway, Holland, Greece, Turkey in Europe, Roumania, 
Servia, Australia, Canada, and all the non-Indian colonies or dependéicies of the British Crown 
put together.* 1 commenced the work under the ordera of the Government in 1869, issued 
six elaborate series” of inquiries to the district officers, and obtained the co-operation of the 
heads of the various departments of the Administration. The collection of the local materials 
and my personal perambulation of the districts occupied the next five years, 1870-74. During 
the latter portion of that period I made some progress with the compilation and printing of 
the district accounts from the materials thus collected. But in 1874, as the magnitude of 
the uudertaking disclosed itself, the Government of India found that a saving of over £10,000 
could be effected by getting the compilation and printing done at the English market rates at 
home. In 1875 the Government of Benzal also accepted this view. His Honor the Lieute- 
nant-Governor decided that I should proceed to England with a view to carrying out the 
compilation and printing; and, at the same time, he gave me local assistance for the first time 
in checking, amplifying, and compiling the materials which I had collected. Up to that 
year I lad had no paid local aid whatever in the districts, and my whole establisument con- 
sisted of one English and one Native assistant in my house. Under Sir Richard Temple's 
orders five young civil servants were in 1875 deputed for fifteen months to help me in the 
districts; and the Bengal Government assumed the responsibility in a more direct manner 
for the scope and execution of the work. The portions already compiled were revised by His 
Honor, and, as regards much of the labour, have practically been done over again. 

4. Under His Honor’s Minute of the Sth January 1875, twenty-three months were 
assigned for the compilation and printing of the work. This period began to run on the Ist 
March 1875, and expires on the Slst January 1877. In previous letters I have laid before His 
Honor, at brief intervals, the progress made; and I had the pleasure, on the 14th of this 
month, to report that the concluding page of the last district was on that day written. bt 
will be wholly in type some weeks before the end of the twenty-three months. Aa the sheets 
of each volume were placed befure His Honor, and have passed under the official revision of 
his Government, it is unnecessary for me to enter upon the contents of the work, I 
have endeavoured, with the assistance and encouragement which Sir Richard Temple has ** 
afforded, to make the account of Bengal a complete official band-!ook for the administration 
of each district and province under His Honor’s Government. I have also laboured to render 
it, so far as my opportunities permitted, a great national record, such as modern enqlirers 
might have wished the English Domesday book to have been, and such as the oriental stadeat 
would fain have found in the dia-i-débari. It I have obtained any measure of success in tuis 
two-fold effort, it is due to the unfailing help which I have derived at every juncture from the *® 
Lieutenant-Governor and the officers of the Government of Bengal. In the moye immediate 

‘compilation of the work, I beg to reevrd the great obligations which I he undey wr 
Mr. J. S. Cotton, late Fellow and Lecturer of Queen’s College, Oxford; Mr. H. H. Risley, of 
the Bengal Civil Service; and Mr.C. A. Doliman. It should be remembered that I have been 
precluded from any inquiries which might create suspicions of change, or feat of new taxation, 
in the mind of the people. Atthe period when my investigations commenced, the popular 
mind had become morbidly sensitive on these points, L am thankful to state that not ove 
complaint has been made regarding my inquiries, either in the Native or European Press, or, 
so far as I know, to the Government, or to any of its officers, Much interesting information 
has necessarily been excluded as unsuitable in a work issued under the direct responsivility of 
the Government. 

5. The finished work will make twenty volumes,"containing from 7,000 to 8,000 pages of 
close type. The secomplishment of ‘his vast mass of priuting within the allotted period of 
twenty-three mozths has formed a subject of auxious thought. Five separate printing estab- 
lishments, including some of the largest in Great Britain, have been kept simultaneously at 
work, and a steady flow of provf-sheets bas in this way been maintained. The sheets have first 
been carefally revised in this office, then forwarded to the Government of Bengal for further 
revision, and on their return from India, revised by myself a third time before being finall 
printea off. The delay involved by sending them out to Calcutta bas been redaced as aan 
as poésible by the promptitade with which the Government revision was effected. Bu® it 
rendered it necessary to keep a large body of type standing, amounting at times to over 3,500 
pages. lam glad to be able to report that neither in the business arrangements, nog in

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N\ADDITIONAL REMARKS ON THE EFFECT OF THE CYCLONE fenp 
STORM-WAVE IN THE SUNDEEP GROUP OF ISLANDS 
ON 3lst OCTOBER 1876, ° 


ee 


Minute by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated the 15th December 1876. 


Tae description of the storm-wave in Backergunge and Noacolly, and its 
effects, as given in my Minute of the 21st ultimo, referred more particularly to 
Noacolly proper, to Hatteu, and to the Backergunge district, but not so much to the 
Sundeep group of islands (belonging to Noacolly) which I had not been able to 
inspect personally. On the 19th of November I deputed Mr. F. H. Pellew; 
of the Civil Service, to the Sundeep group of islands, he being an officer 
specially experienced in relief operations elsewhere, and also having formerly 
served in Eastern Bengal. He has now returned from his deputation, and 
I wish to record briefly my impressions regarding the Sundeep group of islands 
after conferring with him. 

2. The Sundeep islands differ in some respects from those of the other 
islands which I described in my Minute of the 21st ultimo. Being of older 
formation, the ground in Sundeep proper is somewhat higher towards the 
centre. The habitations, instead of being scattered in little hamlets, are 
towards the centre collected into large villages well protected by trees, and 
(what was very important), having large tanks with high hanks round 
them. Consequently, although towards the shores of the islands the people 
were swept off exactly in the manner I previously described, yet towards the 
middle they for the most part escaped, as the wave was not relatively quite so 
high, and the trees were more efficiently protective, apparently checking the 
rapidity of the wave, and allowing the poor people a few minutes of time, 
during which they crowded on to. the banks of the tanks, and so kept 
their heads above water. On the outer villages towards the shores the morta- 
me was quite as sad as anything that has been reported. In the inland 
villages it was fortunately less. 

3. On.the other hand, the storm-waves here came from the south, that is 
from seawards, and receding left the tanks and other drinking water brackish 
(instead of being fresh, as was happily the case in Hattea and in Backergunge), 
__and caused the stagnant water, remaining after the wave had passed, to be 

focttid. Thus cholera set in sdon after the first disaster. Then on the 23rd 
November there came a storm of wind and rain (the ghost, as it is called, 
of the cyclone), suddenly lowering the temperature of the atmosphere and 
sorely chilling the houseless people. This fresh misfortune aggravated the 
choleraic plague. Thus Mr. Pellew found the people in a state of deep it aad 
sion. It seemed as if the survivors ef the cyclone-wave would slowly perish by 
ilence. Every arrangement which forethought could suggest had been 
by the local authorities, and has been carried out further by Mr. Pellew. 
Native medical officers with medicines have been stationed at appropriate places. 
Additional Assistant Surgeons have been-despatched from Calcutta. The Sani- , 
Commissioner, Dr. Coates, was deputed to Chittagong during November ; 
he is already at work on these islands. The cholera is abating in the north 
of the islands, but is still bad in the south, and there is no knowing when 
it will cease there. Wherever the cholera has abated, there the people are 
rebuilding theif’, houses, and rehabilitating themselves altogether.. They 
heave supplies of food, also a fair crop on the ground; but the reaping and har- 
vesting is delayed, because the cultivators are tending their sick and burying 
their dead. , Ini one part of the island there is a Government estate ; in another 
part an estate under the Court of Wards. There will be no difficulty in 
rs advances to distressed cultivators. These will be needed, as the destrue- 
tion of the cattle 4was almost total ayd absolute. The plundering and other °* . 
attempts at mischief have been stopped. ‘. 
4. The estimate now given of mortality in the Sundeep group of islands 
differs somewhat from that given in my Minute of the 21st November. Outofas® . 
tion of 87,000, I understood that 40,000 had perished in the ag eeig oe 
. Rellew makes out that not more than 25,000 perished at fir8s, but that, 
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sevéral thousands have since died from the effects of the catastrophe, and Some ¢ 
thourtnds are still dying. He fears that, before this sad affair is enddd, the 
mortality will fully équal the higher estimate of 40,000. 

5. I-here cite a few remarkable facts extracted from Mr. Pellew’s 
notes :— , 


“The people in the villages on the south-western coast stated that the 
inundation commenced with a wave at least six feet high,* which burst over the 
land from the south-east. Very shortly after another wave, six feet higher, came 
from the south-west. These waves came suddenly, just like the bore, mountin 
up and curling over. The second wave is described as lifting the roofs of the 
houses, and whirling the contents—human beings with furniture, &c.—violently 
outside. The mat wulls with their wooden posts were swept away, the latter 
being cither broken off short, or wrested out of the ground. All this was done 
suddenly ; people described it to me as occurring in one second of time. Behind 
each wave the water did not fall again, but remained, so that after the second 
wave there was twelve feet of water over the land. 

“In the centre of the island the water came up less suddenly. The 
Government Pleader at Hurrishpore was taking refuge from the storm in his 
new ‘cutcherry. Suddenly an alarm was raised that the water was coming. 
He got on the wooden dais, but the water immediately covered this. He then 
went, up to his neck in water, along a raised path, to the bank of his tank, 
which is about 12 feet high; he told me that the rising of the water did» not 
take longer than two minutes from first to last, and that he was only just in 
time. ‘The bank of the tank was not more than 10 yards from his cutcherry. 
I saw the place myself. This was in Hurrishpore, the most central village. 

“In the village of Nyamustee one man was the sole survivor of 13; 4 men 
were the survivors of a household of 25. The women have perished ir 
immense numbers. Most of the men who remain are wifeless. 

“In Kangalee Chur (an island tof Sumdeep) the Sub-Inspector found 
nothing but two wild buffaloes alive, apd the corpses of men, cows, and 
buffaloes. : 

“In Chur Moolavee, ont of 177 people, 137 died. 

‘In some villages along the west coast of Sundeep, out of a pdpu- 
lation of 2,460 people, 734 were drowned.” 

6. As regards cholera, Mr. Pellew writes— 


“The mortality generally in South Sundeep threatens to exceed the 
mortality from the inundation. The returns for 33 beats ee a population ~ 
of 10,855 souls) give the deaths by drownihg as 1,063, whereas A from 
cholera in the same tract have already amounted to 764. 

“In Gachooa 111 people have died jn a population of 1,033. In 
Dublaphar 83 have died in a population of 236. In Amanulla 84 have died in 
a population of 692. The greatest mortality from cholera is in the central 
portions of the islands, where the mortality from the inundation was compa- 
ratively trifling.” 2” 4 

7. Mr. Pellew expresses himself as unable to suggest any protective 
works as against storm-waves in-future. The old sclatonah round parts 
of the island which did exist only made matters worse on this occasion. 

8. ‘lhe thanks of Government are due to Mr. Pellew (who very properly 
volunteered for the duty) for his exertions in this sadly important case. I am 
sure that his visit and inspection must have been of great service to the suffer- 
ing people. He makes a very favorable report regarding the exertions (under 
trying circumstances) of Baboo Umakanth Doss, Deputy Magistrate, whose

“2. In reply to the second paragraph of your letter undér reference, I have to inform you 
that on the whole 1 believe the chowkeedars have iu most cases heen regularly paid by 
the punchayets, as special inquiries are made on that point when the chowkeedars report 
themselves at the thanas. . ‘i 

3. Complaints of non-payment have been up to date made in 147 instanges, and, 

i Seas oti ding ander inquiry, in all the rest there has been no difficulty 
experienced in getting the money paid. At os 

4. In conclusion, I can only say that the Act works excellently in this district, and is 
4 gacat jmprovement upon former arrangements, .

I nave the honor herewith to forward the following report upon the introduction of the 
Chowkeedaree Act (Act VI, B.C., of 1870) into this district, 

2. Immediately on the receipt of your letter No. 193J., dated 2nd July 1875, containing 
the Government orders for the introduction of the Act, I prepared an abstract of its 
provision, which I had printed, and called upon all landholders and ticcadars to furnish 
me with lists of the persons of punchayets in each village. I had registers of the villages 
if each thana prepared in the form recommended in Mr. Bayley’s letter No, 208J., dated the 
19th July 1875. 

$. By -the beginning of November these registers were completed, the names of the 
members of punchayets entered, and the other columns filled up, and on the 2nd of that 
month I started on a tour through the sudder sub-division with the object of introducing 
the Act. + I arranged my eamps beforehand, and had the putwarees and punchayets of each 
village summoned to attend the camp nearest to their villages on the date fixed for my 
Visit. 

. 4, I then went carefully through the columns of the register with each punchayet, and in 
all cases—and they were many—where I found that the panchayets named only represented one 
or two tollas out of a village, while there were one or more left unrepresented, or when I found 
the punchayets too manifestly made up of a caste clique, I inquired from the villagers the 
persons best fitted to be members, and corrected the lists, serving notices upon those newly 
appointed to the office, and in no instances have I found members who neglected to act. Every 
item of the register was tested and, where necessary, corrected by myself, and I believe that 
the punchayets, as constituted, represent as fairly as possible the best men of the village. Under 
any circumstances it is impossible to get men who can be relied upon to act fairly, but the men 
who are most likely to do so have been generally selected, and I have taken care that the 
wealthy men should be represented, as well as those who owe their superiority chiefly to their 
caste. . 

5. After correcting the lists of members of the punchayets, I next proceeded to appoint 
the chowkeedars as chosen by the punchayets from those who had formerly served, for their 
number was reduced almost everywhere. It was in the appointment of the chowkeedars that 
the union difficulty cropped up. There were many villages found which were too small to 
support a chowkeedar, and it was found frequentlymecessary to form two or more of these villages , . 
into unions. In forming these, care was taken that the villages should be close together, and 
that local prejudices should be consulted; the objections of the punchayets were heard, and 
those most likely to pull well together finally united. , e 

6. When settling each village, orders were given to the putwarees and members of the 
punchayets to file in my office lists of the persons assessed, and the assessment made on gach 

erson within one month from the date ofthe intfoduction of the Act; and it was when these 

ists began to come in that I found some of the chief difficulties I have encountered in 
working the Act. ; ' . ‘ ~~ 
‘7. In almost every village I found that*the punchayets have only imposed metely 
nominal rates on themselves and their friends, and had tried to make the chief burden of 
the tax fall on the labouring population and the numerous class of low-caste ryots who already 
pay rents double or treble what the better classes do, and only hold land enough to give 
them a bare subsistence. 

8. I accordingly issued strict orders to the following effect, which I had widely circu- 
lated throughout the sudder sub-division and Bettiah. 

No tax was to be imposed on labourers, or on any ryots who did not cultivate more than 
three beeghas of land, or upon batayadars who held less than six beeghas, A ryot who 
cultivated land paying rent in money, and who also,held bataya land, was not to be assessed 
unless he held six beeghas in all. 

All merchants, shop-keepers, traders, and money-lenders were to be assessed. 

9. These rales produced a large number ofr appeals, viz. 124, against the decision of the 
rag sae ; _ 1 have now, I think, got all the lists fully revised and the assessments equit- 

a & istributed. 
ri 10. There has been little or no diffioulty found in realizing assessments ; in some instances 
the chowkeedars have complained of not being paid, but the summoning of the punchayets 
has always resulted in the immediate liquidation of the arrears. e 

11. The annexed statement will give full informatioh as to the changes introduced by 
the Act into each thana, Fromythis, it will appear that the average increase per village in 
each thana of the sudder sub-division is as follows :— :

14. In the Adapore thana the small increase is chiefly caused by the high pay given to 
the chowkeedars under the old system, which amounted to an average of Rs. 20°4 per man 
against Rs, 17°8 in Kessuria, the

their honest gains by the profits of cattle-stealing. As the chowkeedars were always chosen 


from this class, their pay was radicaily a species of black-mail, supplemented by further 
gr arising from payments for the recovery of cattle made Ly those who had lost them. 

trust that by degrees we may put a stop to this system, as I have now gota large number 
of the thieves of this part of the country in prison; but it will be some time before the 
organized bands, having their head-quarters at Parsowna, Siswa, Joymungulpore, Gurmowsha, 
Kautkenwa, Kedurkut, and Dostia in this thana, are finally rooted out. 

15. Under the old system the greater part of the chowkeedar’s profits arose from thefts 
committed; no one thought it worth while to pay him anything till they lost property ; and 
when they did, as the chowkeedar was in most villages the head of or medium of communica- 
tion with the thieves, a large theft of cattle, or a good burglary, was a regular harvest to him. 

He could make his own terms with both parties—with the loser for rewards for recovering 
the property, and with the thieves for abstaining from denouncing them—and between the two 
he generally made a very good thing of it. It was no use turning him ont, as, if he was aman 
with the requisite ability and influences, he would only baffle his successor if chosen from the 
honest classes, and pursue the same svstem as before in his private capacity, or else, as was most 
generally the case, some relative of his would be appointed, and things would go on exactly 
ag before. No complaints were made, for the losers were afraid that complaints would only bring 
Semen losses, and the result was that thieves flourished, and were, by force of custom, 
respected. 

mr Under the new system it will require special watchfulness to prevent the former 
state of things being perpetrated; but I believe that, if the requisite can be taken, the 
certainty of the pay now given will make many who would under the old system have sided 
with the thieves really efficient guardians of property, as they will consider their legal gains 
worth more than the uncertain profits divided with the professional bad characters, while those 
whose property has been stolen will be more ready to denounce their chowkeedars than they 
‘were belore. In order to ensure the requisite supervision, 1 have issued to the District 
Superintendent of Police, and to the sub-divisionab officer of Bettiah, the annexed circular for 
communication to their subordinates. ’ 


=~ 1j. The registers ordered in the cireular have been prepared and will be carefully 


inspected by me from time to time. 

18. In Bettiah, as the return will show, it has been found necessary to exempt a large 
number of villages from the Act, specially in the north of the sub-division the villages were quite 
too small to support a chowkeedar, and.too distant from one another to be formed into unions, 
and it is only in the more populous parts of the sub-division, and in the larger villages, that this 
Act has been effectually introduced. 

19. The greater part of the villages in Bettich were settled by Mr. Samnells, and only 
36 having been left for Mr. Campbell. The same system as 1 have described above for the 
the Suadder sub-division was pursued there. 

20. 1 have heard no complaints of the Act, but I shall be better able to judge of its 
working next year; but from what I have seen hitherto, 1 consider it likely to effect a very 
considerable improvement, and though the system of self-government which it introduces is 
attended with difficulties, I believe that with careful supervision these can be overcome, and 
the system prove not only beneficial, but popular, owing to the greater number of villages in 
this district being held by large landowners, and consequently not so accustomed to the constant 
interference of the zemindars as those in districts where property 13 minutely sub-divided : the 
people are already more used to self-government than elsewhere, and more likely to work a 
system such as that sketched in the Act under report than the people in other districts, 

“21. In conclusion, 1 have to apologize for the delay in submitting this report, which 
has been caused parily by the late arrival of the report from Bettiah, and partly for my wish 
to’ test in some degree the working of the system before writing about its results.

Now that the Chowkeedaree Act has been introduced into the district, and punchayets and 
chowkeedars have been appointed under the Act, it must not be forgotten that only a small 
‘portion, and perhaps the least laborious portion, of the work has been accomplished. 

2. The new arrangements under the Act involve a great change in the habits of the people, 
who will now, instead of paying merely a quota of grain to the maintenance of thawhowkeedars 


highest average in the other thanas, The reason of this‘is -

ywe goepay a yearly sum in money; and though this change may and will*be of small » 
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importance to the wealthy classes, it will, unless its working be carefully watched, be a “cause ® 
of corfsiderable hardship to the poorer members of the community. ° ? 

8. In order to avoid any undue pressure upon the poorer classes, it must be at once laid 
down as a rule that no ryot, cultivating less than three beegbas of land, will pay any tx at all, 
and that this rule will apply equally to all batayadars and daily labourers, except in the 
case of batayadars who have a bataya cultivation of six beeghas or upwards. Any ryot, 
however, who cultivates less than three beeghas of land will be liable, if he also bas bataya 
cultivation to the extent of four beeghas, and any one who is liable to pay as a ryot or batayadar 
will be liable to be assessed according to his whole income, and his ryotee holding if under 
three beeghas, or his bataya holding if under four beeghas, will not be exempt in consequence 
of “the smallness of his holdings. : | 

4. Ali merchants, shop-keepers, ticcadars, and money-lenders will be ‘liable to contribute 
to the salary of the chowkeedars, even though they hold no Jand in the village ; their contri- y) 
bation to be estimated according to their income as determined by the punchayet. 

' 5. The great object of the Act, which contemplates the substitution of a well-paid and 
responsible body of policemen for the former body of half thieves and half imbecile, remains 
still to be considered. In appointing the chowkeedars under the Act, it is to be hoped that 
a good déul has been done towards improving the efficiency of the force, as those chowkeedars, 
who by the consent of the members of the punchayets have been determined to be the least 
efficient, have been turned out, and only those whose efficiency has been unanimously assented 
to have been retained ; but even in this direction I believe a good deal remains still to be 
done, and it will require some years’ careful watching and weeding of the force before it can be 
considered to be one containing the best local detective ability, and those men who are best 
fitted to watch over the property of the whole body. It will be necessary for the Police 
Inspectors when going their rounds to make careful inquiries in the principal villages, and in 
those where crimes have been reported, as to the efficiency of the chowkeedars, and all cases 
where neglect or inefliciency seem to have been proved must be reported at once. 

6. Whenever any crime requiring police inquiry is committed in any village, the officer 
inquiring into the case must always make special inquiry as to the conduct of the chowkeedar 
and embody the results of the inquiry in his report on the case. A register for each thana 
will be kept at head-quarters in English with the following headings :— 


1. Name of villages, or, where there is a union, of villages forming the union. 
2. Names of punchayete. 
8. Names of chowkeedars as per register prepared. 


7. The register for each thana will be translated into the vernacular and forwarded 
from head-quarters to the thana, where all necessary particulars will be entered as each 
case occurs, and on receipt of the thana reports the columns of the English register will alsp be 
filled up. The English register now prepared will, it is hoped, last for three years, at the end of 
which time they must be re-written and carefully révised. " 

In every case in which the officer inquiring into the case reports against the conduct of , 
the chowkeedar, an extract from the regigter showing the number of cases under each heading 
which bave occurred in the last year within the jurisdiction of the chowkeedar with the. 
number detected and undetected will be submitted to the Magistrate, as also an extract from the 
column of remarks as to the character of the chowkeedar; but this detailed information need 
not be sent, unless the Magistrate is absent from head-quarters; while he is present in the 
station, it will be sufficient if the register be sent. . 


8. The District Superintendent of Police should inspect the chowkeedaree register at head- 
quarters at intervals, and satisfy himself that the columns are regularly filled up in accordance 
with the police reports, and in his inspection of the thanas he should always take the English 
thana register with him and compare it with the vernacular thana register, so as to satisf 
himself that the two agree. The pay “f the chowkeedars throughout the district is fixed, 
and in no case rises above Re: 8 a month; and it has heen found necessary to fix this limit, as a 
chowkeedar who gets less cannot be expected, when his services are continuously wanted, to devote 
his whole time to his work, nor can more be given even to those who are generally hard-worked, 
owing to the poverty of the greater portion of the people, and the absence of any large 
trading’ or moneyed class who have property, to defend and — to pay those who guard it. 
It seems to me that the best means of rectifying these inequalities and of rewarding men who 
do good work according to their deserts wi!l be found in a system of rewards to be given to 
those chowkeedars who show energy and intelligence in their work. I sould therefore give to 
all chowkeedars, within whose jurisdiction ten or more convicted cases have occurred within the 
six months, a certain reward proportioned to their share in the detection of the several 
crimes. The amount of reward to be given to each chowkeedar will be determined by 
the amount of the grant for fewards allotted to each thana, and the total Government 
reward will be distributed among the different thanas in proportion,to the amount of crime 
oveurring in each, Thus, for instance, the thanas of Dhacca, Kessuria, and Bettiah are 

‘ bably those where crime is most frequent, and to these in all probability more than half the 
Government rewards will be allotted. These rewards to chowkeedars for general good con- 
duct must not, however, be held to prevent them from receiving special rewards for 7 
r+, good service, and from 5 to 10 cent. of the grant ought to be held in reserve for such 
rewards when they may be deserved. ~

8 19 2 esides giving rewards for especially good conduct, it will also be necessarg to see 
that the c owkeedars receive their pay regularly, and I must therefore request Patiae tunete- 
tors, at, their periodical inspections of the thanas under their charge, to inquire from the 
chowkeedors whether they’ have been paid up to date or not, and all cases of con?plaint should 
be at once inquired.into and reported. The conduct of these casee will require tact, as it will 
be necessary to guard against false complaints on the part of chowkeedars, as well as against 
remissness on the part of the punchayets ; and the Inspector should always be careful to avoid 
harassing the latter, and should, whenever possible, arrange for the payment of the chowkeedar 
without any further intervention of authority. It is only in the last extremity that the law 
should be called in to force the punchayets to do their duty. ‘ 

11. The District Superintendent of Police is also requested to make careful enquiries 
on this point at his inspection, and to report all cases of negligence on the part of the Inspec- 
tors in the performance of théir duty. It should be remembered by all members of the 
police force that the chowkeedars by their local kno@ledge and experience can give them more 
efficient aid in the performance of their duties than they can obtain from any other quarter, and 
that, unless they are carefully looked after, their good services acknowleded and rewarded, and 
their negligenee punished, their powers of detection will be almost inevitably baffled. They 
must therefore recollect that a careful supervision of the chowkeedars in their respective 
jurisdictions will be one of the most important duties of Sub-Inspectors and Inspectors, and 


that it is by the performance of these duties that their qualities will be tested and their 
promotion accelerated or retarded.

Drafts on the banks in Colombo, or bills on the Agents of this Government in India, 
at ten days’ sight, will be taken on letters of credit being produced to warrant the drawing 
of such drafts or bills. 

Vor the convenience of purchasers, the Treasurer at Colombo and the different Govern- 
ment Agents of provinces will be authorised to receive cash deposits from parties intending 
to become purchasers, and receipts of these officers will be taken in payment of any ‘sums 
due on account of the fishery. 

No deposit will be received for a less sum than five hundred rupees.
